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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a) Both the art of record used as the basis for the previous rejection, Lazaridis et 
al (US Pat: 5,802,312) and the art cited on the PTO-892 form accompanying this 
correspondence, do not expressly teach or render obvious the invention as recited in 
independent Claim 24. 

b) As to Claim 24, the art of record does not expressly teach determining 
whether a user accepts the message information and passing said message information 
from the unified exchange manager to the appropriate application program in response 
to said user accepting said message information, when taken in the context of the claim, 
as a whole. Also, there is no basis in evidence for asserting a motivation that one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention was made would have modified the 
apparatus as described to combine the limitations as recited in the context of Claim 24. 
Lazaridis et al merely discloses that, in the process of configuring the message 
manager, the user can configure what messages will be accepted by the system. As is 
made explicit in paragraphs [0029]-[0032] of Applicant's specification, the act of 
determining whether a user accepts the message information requires that the user be 
prompted for a response after the message has been received by the message 
manager and not at the time the system was initially set up, as is performed by 
Lazaridis et al.
